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TRAINING TRACKS AND THE SMALL STABLE 





“C. T. Chenery’s Third ‘Brother winner of the Bowie Handicap on 
Saturday (Mar..16) was returned to his Doswell, Va. farm over the week- 
end. Trainer ( ‘asey Hayes plans to start the son of *Princequillo and Hil- 
dene in the $100,000 added John B. Campbell, Maryland’s richest handicap, 
on March 30. Third Brother will return to Bowie on March 25.” 

The above is part of a news release from Milton Feldman, Director of 
Publicity for the Bowie Race Course. It illustrates a development in train- 
ing methods which is constantly becoming more widespread—namely of 
training horses away from the tracks where they are to race. This devel- 
opment is fostered by several factors. Modern horse vans and their smal- 
ler counterparts, the commercially manufactured horse trailers, provide 
safe, comfortable and relatively economical transportation which is readily 
available at all times. Horses soon accustom themselves to this type of 
travel, so that shipping them back and forth from the race track, even at 
fairly frequent intervals, presents no problem. 

Most horses train better away from the frack, except for the few 
days of final preparation. At the farm track, or at such locations as the 
Middleburg Training Center, they are more relaxed; they eat, drink and 
sleep better and work more kindly. It is possible to get much better 
grooms, hot walkers and exercise boys, since the men can live with their 
families—and most trainers find that good race track help is their greatest 
difficulty to-day. It is possible to provide paddocks where horses can be 
turned out and released from the prison-like atmosphere of stalls at the 
track. During the grazing season horses can also get a bit of green grass 
to keep them fresh. The quality of the hay which they eat can be ascer- 
tained and regulated far more accurately on the farm than when it is pur- 
chased from the track feed merchant. 

The development is encouraged by race track management which finds 
in it an alleviation of the stall problem—too few stalls and too many horses, 
particularly 2 year-olds which have never started. It is also a boon to the 
owner of limited means. Time was when only the larger breeding farms 
were equipped with training tracks. The latter make possible so many 
economies, however, in feed, labor and training costs, that many small own- 
ers have found it cheaper to build tracks of their own. For those who like 
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to bet, there is always the possi- 
bility of uncovering a “sure thing” 
in private trials at home, which will 
gallop across the finish line in front 
at the race track, paying astronomi- 
cal odds. 

A number of major tracks have 
been talking about building training 
centers of their own. If individual 
owners find costs too high, they can 
often combine with close neighbors 
in the same situation so as to finance 
their construction. As time goes on 
they will undoubtedly come to be 
considered more and more indispen- 
sable.

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Happy Hill Farm’s Kingmaker Sets Track 
Record To Win Jamaica’s Grey Lag 
Raleigh Burroughs 


Turf publicists are young men who go 
around disseminating information - often 
ture - about racetracks. They are impelled 
by innerurgings: to go into far countries 
(or send press releases) preaching the 
gospel of their horse parks wherever they 
can get an audience of one or more to 
listen. 

Mr. Everett Clay, of Florida, is a 
missionary for Hialeah, GardenState Park 
and Pimlico and is the Secretary of the 
Florida Horse Breeders’ Association. 
Thus, he is in the position of a circuit 
rider who is plumping for four religions 
at the same time. Fortunately, they have 
overlapping tenets. 

At Pimlico, Mr. Clay is in the unique 
position of having for his boss dashing, 
debonair Mr. Charlie Johnson. This is 
unusual because at Hialeah, Mr. Clay is 
Mr. Johnson’s boss. Such a situation might 
seem complicated at first glance, but has 
delightful possibilities: if your superior 
irks you, you can fire him at the next 
meeting. 

In Baltimore for the short meeting 
concluding with the Preakness, Mr. Clay 
managed to sneak in a word here and a 
paragraph there to the glory of Florida. 
In the quiet of his cell, atop Pimlico’s 
spacious, modern clubhouse (with elevator 
and escalators) he whispered to me the 
story of the stallion Jack Tangle, whose 
stud record is truly amazing - if one 
more of his progeny had been able to get 
home in front, he would have begotten 
100 per cent winners. 

The fact that only two Thoroughbreds 
are registered under his name might take 
a bit of the gloss from his accomplish- 
ments, but it shouldn’t. His non-winner 
didn’t race many times or she undoubt- 
edly would have won if she had been 
sounder and faster. So, as a working 
Statistic she can be ignored.In fact, Mr. 
Clay did just that when he told me the 
story, employing the prerogative of horse- 
park advertising man, 

Jack Tangle’s money-earning repre- 
sentative is a four-year-old named High 
Rebel, which won $9,625 as a juvenile 
and $14,050 at three last season, so ona 
basis of average earnings of progeny 
Jack Tangle stands high. 

Unfortunately, he will send no more 
sons and daughters to the racing wars. 
He died, like many a stout male before 
him, for love. 


Mr. J. P. Barlow, of Wachulla, Flor- 
ida, once owned Jack Tangle, but decided, 
before High Rebel got to racing, that 
there was little future in supporting the 
stallion. When he received an offer from 
a mid-Florida dairy man, he disposed of 
the horse. 

If the idea arises in your mind that 
something in Jack Tangle’s background 
suggested that he might be a successful 
progenitor of milkwagon horses, dismiss 
it. That wasn’t it at all. The dairy man 
also went infor quarter-horses and wanted 
a Thoroughbred horse for his mares (and 
a Jack High stud represents speed). 

Established in his new quarters, Jack 
Tangle took a look around . The place was 
okay - grassy meadows, a lake of clear, 
cool water and wonderful year-‘round 
climate. What more could a horse require? 

Jack Tangle might have asked himself 
that question and then looked across the 
lake. There was the answer - girls. 

Half a dozen good-looking mares were 
grazing in the greener fields across the 
still bosom of the crystal water. 

Leander had the treacherous tides of 
the Hellespont before him and only one 
female on t’other side. Jack Tangle was 
shut off from six and a Mohammedan 
horse’s heaven by a pond that didn’t have 
a wave to its name, 

He took the plunge. 

The girls were on the bank waiting for 
him as he splashed out and, according to 
Mr. Clay, they made a big fuss over him. 

All good things must end, however, 
and the time came for Jack Tangle to 
make the return trip. Historians differ 
as to his reason for leaving - maybe he 
had something on the fire at home or 
wanted to put out a note for the milkman, 

Now here comes the sad part of the 
story - and the amazing parallel with the 
fate that caught up with Leander after he 
left his beloved Hero for the last time. 

It will be remembered that Leander 
always left a lamp at his take-off spot to 
guide him into port on the return trip, 
that a storm blew out the light and the 
boy lost his way, because one wave looks 
just like another, and drowned. 

Well, Jack Tangle didn’t need a lamp 
to guide him across his Hellespont be- 
cause he could see the other side. Never- 
theless, he didn’t make it. His strokes 
weakened, he foundered and drowned, 

Historians agree onthe reason for this: 
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he was plumb tired out. 

Unlike Leander’s priestess of Aphro- 
dite, the mares didn’t cast themselves 
into the sea, in despair. 

They just kept on grazing. Historians 
say they still sigh and look across the 
lake, though.

The course hand’t much more than 
cooled off after Bold Ruler’s record- 
setting mile and one-eighth in the Wood 
Memorial, when Happy Hill Farm’s King- 
maker seared off another three-fifths 
of a second in the Grey Lag (May 13). 
Bold Ruler hung up his figure on April 
20 over a fast track. Kingmaker had 
sloppy footing. He was the third high- 
weight in the field under 116, and the 
second longest shot at 11,70 to 1. 

The gelded son of *Princequillo led 
all the way and enjoyed a margin of three 
lengths over Beam Rider at the wire. 
Pylades finished third, three-quarters 
of a length farther back and 1 1/2 lengths 
before Oh Johnny. 

The favorite, Third Brother, ended up 
last of eight and didn’t run a lick, pos- 
sibly not caring for the footing. 

Kingmaker, a four-year-old, won the 
New Orleans Handicap in March, His 1957 
performance sheet shows 6 starts, 3 wins, 
1 second and $89,925, including the $38, 
800 from the Grey Lag. 

Last year, he brought in $63,950, with 
4 wins, 3 seconds and 2 thirds in14 tries.

Clem and King Hairan were co-high 
weights at 124 pounds. 

With the $21,100 from the race, King 
Hairan shoved up his °57 total to $41,050. 

He was accounting for his second win 
of the year. The other was in Jamaica’s 
Swift Stakes. 

In 1956, the Florida-bred earned $191, 
575. He belongs to Leo Edwards and H, B, 
Massey. W. E, Leach bred him. 

King Hairan is trained by L. H. Hunt, 
and had the services of Bill Hartack for 
the Delaware Valley.

Munchasen was home 
first in Louisville Handicap at Churchill, 
on May 11. Switch On connected in the New 
London at Lincoln Downs the same after- 
noon, Rock Pilot won the Sportman’s 
Park Handicap, also on May 11. 

SRE LN A LTS LS TT as ST 
$84,250 BAR 

An iron bar that cost $25 is givencredit 
for saving Calumet Farm and one of its 
star runners, Fabius, $84,250 in the 80th 
running of the Preakness last spring at 
Pimlico, 

Though Jockey Bill Hartack didn’t 
think at the time that it was serious, film 
patrol movies showed clearly that Fabius 
stumbled badly at the start of the Preak- 
ness. One knee scraped the ground and his 
nose was inches from the turf right after 
the start. 

Fabius recovered, and went ontoupset 
Needles to win top Preakness money of 
$84,250. 

Probably the only thing that kept the 
Calumet colt from going down was a strip 
of iron - called a starting bar - which 
Pimlico was the first Eastern track touse. 

The starting bar is a convex strip of 
iron six inches wide and 60 feet in length. 
t is covered with vulcanized rubber. The 
bar is placed behind the horses’ positions 
in the gate. 

Much like the starting chock used by 
foot runners, it gives the race horses 
something to push ‘off of should they slip 
or skid in the dirt when the gate suddenly 
springs open. 

The convex shape of the bar and its 
placement makes it dig deeper into the 
ground when weight is placed against it 
from the front side. Pimlico assistant 
starters handle it by liftinv up from each 
end. 

It is an amazingly simple device, but 
to Calumet Farm Trainer Jimmy Jones 
it is an $84,250 piece of ‘‘scrap iron’. 
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Radnor Hunt Race Meeting 
Chris Wood, Jr. 


With perfect weather prevailing in the 
area for over two weeks, a sudden switch 
occurred on Saturday, May 11, for the 27th 
running of the Radnor Hunt Races on the 
club grounds, near Malvern, Pa. The early 
nominations for the six-race program 
listed the best brush and timber per- 
formers in training. Montpelier’s Ship- 
board, last year’s ‘‘Steeplechase Horse 
of the Year’’ was named to make a season- 
al debut in a turf test and Alfred H. 
Smith’s Grand Chal, winner of the recent 
Virginia Gold Cup was named for the Rad- 
nor Hunt Cup. However, the cold and rain 
caused a plethora of declarations and the 
mentioned headliners were deleted, 

With Grand Chal out of the timber 
feature, Joseph L, Aitcheson, Jr., was 
looking for a mount and a happy com- 
bination came about when he was named 
on George L. Ohrstrom, Jr.’s *Fast. Of 
the original 12 nominees, 7 accepted the 
issue and at the conclusion of the 3 1/2 
miles test over 23 timber fences and two 
water jumps, it was *Fast and the appren- 
tice rider from Laurel, Md., by 2 1/2 
lengths. Bested in the final strides by 
Grand Chal and Aitcheson in the recent 
Virginia Gold Cup, Randolph D, Rouse’s 
Ricacho and A. P. (Paddy) Smithwick 
played a similar role in the 27th running 
of the Radnor Hunt Cup. 


Ricacho Takes Lead 

Fleet from Harold (Brud) Plumb’s 
starting tape, Ricacho led over the first 
fence with Bliss Flaccus’ *Gold Tar and 
Mrs. C, Paul Denckla’s hero of the recent 
Maryland Hunt Cup, Ned’s Flying, follow- 
ing as named. Over the 2nd fence in this 
order, H. R. Fenwick’s Coit came down 
with Frank A. Bonsal, Jr., and as Mrs. 
Thomas S, Nichols’ Starboard came over 
the fence, he stumbled over the fallen 
horse and jogged Stokes Lott out of the 
saddle. Running with his field for twoturns 
of the course, Coit took off and was later 
found 5 miles away near the Rose Tree 
Hunt Club, 

Following this mishap, which found both 
riders quickly on their feet, Ricacho 
continued to show the way with *Gold Tar 
close on his heels, Rated by Smithwick 
after 1 1/2 miles, Ricacho permitted 
*Gold Tar to show infront by 3 lengths over 
the 12th obstacle. However, after a 
“breather”, Ricacho again went to the 
front as *Fast moved past *Gold Tar and 
into 2nd position, with *Gold Tar, Ned’s 
Flying and Repose completing the field, 
as named, 


*Fast Scores Easy Triumph 
Continuing in this manner until the 
24th fence, the field lost Ned’s Flying and 
Scott Riles when the horse which ably 
negotiated the ‘‘Maryland’”’® course came 
down, Over the 25th and final jump, Ri- 
cacho led by 2 lengths with the closing 


*Fast 8 lengths to the good of *Gold Tar. 
Getting the utmost from his mount in the 
stretch run, Aitcheson ranged his impor- 
ted ’chaser alongside of Ricacho and drew 
away when Called upon for an easy triumph. 
Ricacho finished 9 lengths in front of 
*Gold Tar and the latter bested Mrs. Rus- 
sell M. Arundel’s Repose by 4 lengths. 
Running over hard turf, which had not yet 
been affected by the rain, the timber- 
topper from The Plains, Va., registered 
his first victory in a sanctioned race in 
8:15 1/5. By virtue of an assist from the 
United Hunts Racing Association, the purse 
was worth $1,000 and *Fast picked up a 
net of $635 for his sterling effort. 


Pine Shot Wins 

Noted for being able to get his horses 
ready for racing at his training stable at 
Newtown Square, Pa., Morris H. Dixon 
did not let his followers down, Saddling 
C. Mahlon Kline’s Pine Shot for his first 
race of the season, the popular trainer 
started the first of a double when the 
6-year-old gelding by Chance Shot- Pine 
Isle accounted for the 36th running of the 
National Hunt Cup. 

Shouldering the topweight of 155 pounds 
in the 2 mile brush handicap, Pine Shot 
took command of 4 competitors at the

start and ably ridden by Ed Deveau, led 
throughout to score a 2 1/2 lengths 
decision over C, Randolph Snowden’s 
Fighting Byrne. Running 2nd throughout, 
but unable to reach the eventual winner, 
Fighting Byrne finished 6 lengths in front 
of Mrs. A. J. Smithwick’s Crag, winner 
of the brush feature in 1956, Mrs. Vernon 
G. Cardy’s *Evian and Miss Mary Rum- 
sey’s Tall Mound completed the field 
which found no mishaps during the 2 
mile trip over 13 brush fences. In tally- 
ing the initial victory of the season for 
his popular Ambler, Pa., owner, Pine 
Shot covered the route in 3:46 1/5. 


Thomas Stokes Memorial 

With Eugene Weymouth busy winning 
the Iroquois Steeplechase at Nashville, 
Tenn, on William D. Hail’s *Another 
Hyacinth, trainer Sidney Watters, Jr., rode 
Melvin Ferral onMrs. Amory S, Carhart’s 
Drifting Wood in the Thomas Stokes Mem- 
orial Challenge Cup, supporting timber 
race. The combination was effective and 
Mrs. Carhart was on hand to see her win- 
ner of the Middleburg Bowl point-to-point 
win his first timber race under colors. 

A field of 6 went postward and Zoo, an 
unknown owned by H. B. Hanford and ridden 
by his trainer, O, King, made all of the 
early pace, with Drifting Wood and Mrs. 
Henry Obre’s *Coup-de-Vite foliowing. 
While running last, Major General Richard 
K, Mellon’s Beaufort became the first

the standard by which other sherries are judged 
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Sleeping Sickness 
(Editor's Note: The following report was 
presented to the directors of Thoroughbred 
racing associations by John C, Pappas, 
Chairman of its committee to study sleep- 
ing sickness.) 

It is concluded that the only basic solu- 
tion, as agreed upon by all national bodies 
and by veterinarians, is annual inoculation 
of Thoroughbreds and regular fogging of 
stable areas. 

It is concluded that since mandatory 
vaccination is not feasible at the present 
time, a program of propaganda to sell 
voluntary inoculation be established. 

It is noted that Dr. Raymond Randall, 
an authority on sleeping sickness in 
horses, in discussing sleeping sickness, 
stated that there is noconvincing evidence 
that the disease is transmitted by contact 
between horses. 

It is, therefore, recommended that a 
publicity campaign be initiated through the 
TRA publicity department to all Thorough- 
bred media stressing the need (without 
alarm) for voluntary inoculation, For 
example, stories regarding the vaccin- 
ation of horses by leaders in the sport 
might stimulate others to follow suit. Rex 
Ellsworth has vaccinated three hundred 
horses for the past two years with good 
results. Another example of leadership 
is Amory Haskell’s inoculation program 
for one hundred horses. 

It is recommended that racing secre- 
taries of all TRA tracks send a special 
notice recommending that horses be in- 
oculated prior to shipment. Such a notice 
may be sent with the stall allotment notice, 
It should be perfectly clear that it is only a 
recommendation, and not an order, 

It is recommended that TRA track 
managements meet with the local HBPA 
president and committee and urge them to 
recommend voluntary inoculation. 

It is recommended that TRA track 
managements confer with their state rac- 
ing commissions urging them not to place 
embargoes upon horses from other areas. 

It is recommended that TRA track 
managements urge association and com- 
mission veterinarians to, in turn, urge 
voluntary vaccination. 

It is recommended that in the event an 


epidemic of this disease occurs any- 
where in the United States that the TRA 
committee meet with the racing bodies 
concerned to work out an amicable, order- 
ly program of action in order to avoid 
discrimination against any region of the 
country. Such action would also help to 
prevent the development of panic among 
horsemen, 

In closing, it is recommended that a 
TRA committee continue to work on this 
problem in cooperation with other national 
bodies in Thoroughbred racing. 


School For Bettors 


One advantage of living in New York, 
it is said, is that everything is right handy. 
Actually that isn’t quite correct because, 
up to this year, there wasn’t a school 
where one could learn how to bet on the 
races. There is now, though. 

One Geoffrey Ford, a57-year- old Man- 
hattanite, will conduct a school in one of 
the local hotels to teach people how to 
wager profitably. There will be a class 
each Friday night and the tuition for the 
full course (one lesson) is $3.00. If agrad- 
uate doesn’t go out and win a million dol- 
lars or so the next day, I guess he can 
come back and take the course again for 
another $3.00, 

Mr. Ford had this bright idea because 
he used to lose some $1,000 to $2,000 a 
year. Then, as the wisdom which accom- 
panied age set in, Mr. Ford began to break 
even. Now, he “‘profits regularly’’. One of 
the elevator men in my building says he 
“‘profits regularly’’ too, but he is still 
driving the elevator. 

Mr. Ford found he was beginning to have 
an audience when he would discuss this and 
that good thing while he was having lunch 
at the dining rooms of the local tracks. 
The audiences got big enough and interes- 
ted enough so that he figured he might as 
well make his pearls of wisdom available 
to all and sundry. 

As the school prospers, which it un- 
questionably will since the inveterate 
bettor will generally sell his crippled 
mother to a Bedouin slave dealer for a 
hot tip, Mr. Ford plans to expand the 
faculty to include clockers, jockey agents, 
and such. He completely overlooks, of 
course, the fact that they wouldn’t have to 
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be clockers and jockey agents if they knew 
how to win money at the races. 

The curriculum as now set up includes 
half the time discussing the finer points of 
racing and the principles of percentage, 
The second half will be spent analyzing 
the next day’s races at Jamaica. 

Maybe the pupils won’t make too much 
out of this arrangement, but you can back 
one sure thing right now. Mr. Ford will,

Wadsworth’s Henry Clay 


Many a good horse has come from the 
Genesee Valley, most of them hunters and 
jumpers. It was with considerable surprise 
when it was discovered that the progeni- 
tor of the very famous Clay trotting horse 
family got its start in the Genesee Valley, 

In 1845 Colonel William Wadsworth, 
ancestor of the present M. F. H. of the 
Genesee Valley Hunt, bought a relatively 
untried trotter named Henry Clay. The 
story of the purchase is an interesting one 
as the original owner of Henry Clay was 
opposed to the sale. But Colonel Wads- 
worth was very keen onthe horse’s breed- 
ing. The sire was the celebrated Andrew 
Jackson and the dam was the equally fam- 
ous Lady Surrey. Both the sire and the 
dam had made trotting horse history. So, 
in an effort to ward off the sale of Henry 
Clay, the owner told Colonel Wadsworth 
that he would sell the horse atadollar for 
each pound of the horse’s weight. The offer 
was accepted and when the horse came to 
the Valley, people came for miles around 
to see the horse who was literally worth 
his weight in silver. 

In 1847 Henry trotted a race for $2,500 
at the old Cold Springs track at Buffalo 
against Ottawa Chief, considered the fast- 
est trotting stallion living. He was brought 
from Ottawa, Canada especially for this 
race. Colonel Wadsworth had his own ideas 
about preparing a horse for a race and did 
not believe that ahorse bred as Henry was, 
needed training other than ordinary road 
driving. At the time it was ninety-eight 
miles, by road, from the Wadsworth es- 
tate at Geneseo to the track at Buffalo, 
The day before the race Henry was started 
in the morning and hitched to a wagon, for 
Buffalo, reaching there at five in the after- 
noon, The next morning at five o’clock 
he was driven one mile as a trial for Wads- 
worth’s friends who, having put up great 
sums of money for his winning, were en- 
raged at Colonel Wadsworth’s apparent 
lack of preparation for the great race. 
Needless to say, Henry Clay won the race 
in three straight heats. He was never raced 
again although repeated challenges were 
thrown out by his owner. 

His get made trotting history and after 
Colonel Wadsworth’s death the horse went 
to a new owner in Lodi, New York, where 
he died in 1867. The year before his death 
when 29 he got 16 living foals. 

Fourteen years later his bones were 
exhumed with considerable difficulty as the

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YEARLING COSTS 

Writing in the February issue of the 
‘‘Horsemen’s Journal’’, Grant Dorland 
makes the following remarks about the 
costs of a yearling which will sell for 
five figures at the major summer sales: 
‘‘First you need a mare worth about 
$15,000 minimum, You must be amember 
of a syndicate owning a horse worth 
$250,000 or more. 

‘*That’s $8,000 ashare. Figure $23,000 
invested for the sire and dam. Count on 
getting 6 saleable yearlings from each 
pair. Let’s add up the cost of a yearl- 
ing, estimating that you are able to raise 
60%, saleable stock: 1-6th of investment, 
$3,830; Avg. interest on investment (for 
10 yrs.), $6,900; Board Ylg. one year, 
$1,200; Board Mare 20 months, $2,000; 
and Shipping, Vet, Sales, etc., $300. Total 
cost of Saleable Yearling, $14,230. 

“Nothing is included for insurance 
because the sire and dam are depreciated 
to allow for their cost. Suppose you 
average $15,000 for these yearlings. Take 
off 5% sales commission and that leaves 
you with $14,250, a figure which bears a 
mighty suspicious resemblance to cost. 
Profits in the commercial breeding field 
must come from anticipating the market. 
If you are an excellent judge of both 
broodmare and sire potential, AND have 
plenty of luck, youcan make some money.” 
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OLDEST ANNUAL RACE 
The oldest race run annually in this 
country is said to be the Gloucester Fox 
Hunters Plate, at three miles and over 22 
fences, which this year will be contested 
for the 98th time on May 18th at the 


annual meeting conducted by the Rose 
Tree Foxhunting Club, Media, Pa. 


KING RANCH THOROUGHBREDS 

A nine horse vanload of King Ranch 
Thoroughbreds, en route from the Run- 
ning W headquarters in the Lone Star 
State to join the Kleberg racing unit in 
California, suffered a 24 hour delay at 
Del Rio, Texas, when the motor of the 
palatial horse pullman burned out, and a 
new one was installed after a hectic day 
and night’s work, The horses all were 
unloaded at the race track, while Fort 
Worth and local mechanics effected the 
replacement, Scores of interested horse- 
men inspected the King Ranchers while 
the shipment was waiting over. B, B,. 


TAX OFF BRITISH RACING 

The new British budget introduced in 
April caused great delight in racing 
circles, for it was announced, quite 
unexpectedly, that the entertainment tax 
(which amounted to 25% - 33%) would be 
taken off all live sport. 

British racing is not atall well placed 
at the moment, the difference between the 
total money that owners pay out and the 
total purses is some 2 million pounds. 
This unexpected gift from the Chancellor 
of the Exchequer has, however, done 
something to help , for it is estimated 
that 1 million pounds was formerly paid 
annually in taxes . All of this sum will 
not, of course, be returned to owners. 
So far there has been no indication of 
how much of the relief afforded will be 
returned to the public in the form of re- 
duced entry fees. P, T-C, 





CREPELLO WINS GUINEAS 

First of the English Classics, the Two 
Thousand Guineas run on firm going on 
May lst resulted in a very satisfactory 
outcome for British horsemen. Despite the 
strong challenge from France, all three of 
the placed horses were home-trained. 

After the French horse Tyrone had 
led with Brioche for the first six furlongs, 
he started to “‘hang’’ badly, probably be- 
cause he did not like the firm going. 
Thereupon Sir Victor Sassoon’s Crepello 
went into the lead, and though strongly 
challenged, first by Pipe of Peace and then 
by Quorum, he held on well to win by 
half a length from the latter, who had a 
head to spare over Pipe of Peace. Near- 
est of the French horses, though about four 
lengths back, was Tyrone in fourth place. 

There was an unusual preliminary to 
the race, when three horses including Ty- 
rone unseated their jockeys at the start, 
and the Irish candidate Chevastrid galloped 
off towards the town and was seen no 
more, 

Bred by his owner, who was in the 
Bahamas at the time of the race but is 
due to return to England before the Derby, 
Crepello is trained at Newmarket by Noel 
Murless and was having his first race of 
the season, By the stayer Donatello Il, he 
is out of the Mieuxce mare Crepuscule, 
whose first foal was last year’s One 
Thousand Guineas winner Honeylight.

MURCHISON BUYING CHARLES TOWN 
Clint W. Murchison of Texas has ex- 
ercised his option to buy the Charles Town 
Race Track, Charles Town, West Virginia, 
for $4,000,000, of which $3,000,000 has 
been paid in cash, the balance being cov- 
ered by a note. 


BIG BRITISH ‘CHASE 

The new sponsored Whitbread Gold 
Cup worth 4,242 pounds to the winner 
which was run over 3 5/8 miles at San- 
down Park on April 27th proved an out- 
standing success in every way. After the 
record entry of 138 horses, special ar- 
rangements for the safety of the runners 
were made, including doubling the width 
of the first two fences, but in the end a 
field of only twenty-four faced the starter. 

Grand National winner Sundew, looking 
well after his Aintree ordeal, led in the 
early stages, but evidently the Liverpool 
race had taken more out of him than was 
apparent, for at half-way he started to drop 
back and finally was pulled up. Nor was the 
Gold Cup winner Linwell ever going well. 
Coming round the last bend with three 
fneces to jump,Mme Hennessy’s Mandarin 
and Mr. H. Draper’s Much Obliged had 
pulled away from the rest of the field, At 
the last fence Mandarin had a slight lead, 
but in the run-in, Much Obliged got 
up to win by a short-looking neck. Ten 
lengths away was Lady Orde’s Pointsman, 

The winner is a nine-year-old brown 
gelding by Cameron out of May Sen, by 
Sun Yat-sen. P, T-C, 
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DELAWARE‘S SPECTROPHOTOMETER 

Delaware Park has recently installed 
an automatic spectrophotometer developed 
by Dalare Associates of Philadelphia, 
which draws the entire ultraviolet curve, 
used to analyze saliva and urine samples 
for stimulants, in a matter of minutes in- 
stead of the 24 hours previously required 
when this curve had to be developed by 
chemists working manually. Where the 
machine shows a stimulated or abnormal 
sample, the chemists then make two 
additional confirmatory tests. 


CALUMET vs. GULFSTREAM 

Commenting on an announcement by 
Gulfstream Park that Calumet would not 
be assigned stalls there next year because 
the Kentucky establishment had filled 
them with two-year-olds and had shipped 
out before the end of the meeting, Paul 
Ebelhardt, manager of Calumet Farm, 
observed:*‘Hialeah and Gulfstream could 
join together to build a training track, 
It would not have to be immediately ad- 
jacent to either track, There are plenty 
of sites available within a few miles. In 
that way the trainer could follow the pro- 
gress of his young horses. If it was a 
matter of expense, I believe horsemen 
would consider paying a stall rent of $4 
per horse per month, at least unfil the 
initial cost was paid off. The barns would 
not have to be finished as well as at racing 
centers, especially in Florida, where cold 
weather is no concern, 

**I don’t think that some people realize 
how important it is to a young horse’s dev- 
elopment to have him with the racing 
stable instead of at the farm. The young 
horse must begin to develop and to be- 
come accustomed to racing early if he is 
to be a top horse later, 

** Gulfstream is very eager toget good 
older horses, but they say that they are not 
interested in the young horses, To me, 
that is like ruling to close the elementary 
schools and to expect parents to teach 
children at home and send them directly 
to college. You don’t get good citizens 
without a good early education, and you 
don’t get good horses without a good 
early education.””

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AMERICAN TURF COURSES 

Set inside of the conventional strip, 
American grass courses are subject to 
the same stigma attached to Thorough- 
bred racing on half-mile tracks, the in- 
evitable sharp turns assuming an impor- 
tance that the physical circumstances of 
any first class track should not possess. 
Leaving aesthetic appeal to one side, al- 
though that certainly should be a major 
consideration at beautiful Hialeah, the 
short stretches and sharp turns of the turf 
course make suchdemands that the ideal 
performer here must not only be a spec- 
ialist, but a good deal of an acrobat into 
the bargain, 

Circumscribed by the dirt ovals, there 
was nowhere else for the belatedly intro- 
duced turf courses to go other than ‘round 
and ‘round, What was needed was for 
some association to° show the initiative 
and intelligence to break through intel- 
lectual as well as physical confines. The 
monotonously conventional dirt ovals ap- 
peared to impose a pattern on our grass 
courses that was well nigh inevitable, and 
so it was until Santa Anita broke the 
existing patterns, intellectual and phys- 
ical alike, treating the confining limits 
of its dirt track as if they were purely 
imaginary and to be traversed at will. 
This - you will grant - was a bold 
stroke, but racing in general is notor- 
iously timid of innovations, and, with us, 
any display of originality, taken for gran- 
ted elsewhere, astonished the conven- 
tionally minded as iconoclastic and aud- 
acious. 

For years and years now, steeple- 
chase and hurdle horses at Belmont Park 
have been crossing the Widener chute at 
two points, shifting at these points from 
grass to dirt. If any danger were involved 
it might be expected to take place toward 
the finish of a two and ahalfor three mile 
steeplechase, the contestants thoroughly 
tired and likely then, if ever, to take a 
bad step. In terms of effort, if not of 
speed, these ’chasers are giving as much 
as any contestant on the flat, and yet, in

all the time we have been looking at 
throug-the-field events at Belmont Park, 

we have never seen a horse break down 
at those particular points on the curse. 

On the contrary, ‘chasers take the alter- 
nate footing in stride, and they set a pre- 
cenent that only Santa Anita, in the con- 
struction of its popular Camino Real turf 
course, has been bold enough to profit 
from. (Evan Shipman in The Morning 
Telegraph).

**Fashionable” is a word we do not 
like in association with sport in what 
some call ‘‘the fashionable countries” - 
the great Shires Hunts - and one or two 
in the provinces, one may still find much 
of the old panoply and pageantry of scar- 
let, buckskins, silk-hats and second 
horsemen. The tendency everywhere is 
for this to decrease. Red coats and buck- 
skins (from which a silk hat is insepar- 
able) are an enormous price and to the 
regret of many we see less and less of 
them. How things have changed since just 
over half a century ago. T. F. Dale wrote 
his book ‘*Fox-Hunting in the Shires*‘. 
He then said that no one except a Hunt 
official or servant wears a hunt cap, and 
adds: 

“As long as you wear a tall hat, or a 
respectable bowler, have a thong to your 
whip, and don’t put your spurs on upside 
down; do not wear a coloured tie, or in 
any other way outrage the reasonable 
prejudices of society, no-one will care 
how you are dressed.” 

As to silk hats - an abomination in a 
wind, or bullfinch and woodland country - 
the oldest hunting pictures show quite a 
number of hunting men, both farmers and 
those of high degree, wearing the com- 
fortable velvet hunting caps, which were 
then not looked upon as the prerogative of 
officialdom. The death in the hunting field 
of the Marquess of Waterford in 1859, 
and other fatal accidents about the same 
time, were attributed to the hunting-cap. 
It was argued that had the sportsmen 
who lost their lives, worna silk-hat their 
necks would not have been broken when 
they fell. From that time the hard velvet 
cap became less popular with sportsmen 
until now it is not considered etiquette to 
wear one except by permission of the M. 
F, H. Yet a quarter of a century ago 
“‘Langa Langa” wrote a rhymed plea for 
“the abolition of the hunting topper,’’ one 
verse of which runs: 

Folk argue that the hat provides a check - 
A shock-absorber for a heavy fall - 
And has been known to save a broken neck, 
This cuts no ice with me, for, after all, 
No huntsman that I know of wears a topper 
To stay the consequences of a cropper. 

Incidentally, one of the very few Mas- 
ters of Hounds I recall habitually wearing 
a silk hat in the field, was the late Mr. 
William Forbes, who was Kildare M. F. 
H, 1877-1884, leaving that country owing 
to fox destruction and troubled times. He 
took the Hurworth and hunted that counry 
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About Silk Hats And Hunt Caps 
J. Fairfax-Blakeborough 





from 1888 to 1911. It was that great 

sportsman Egerton Warburton, who 

wrote not long after the tragic death of the 

Marquess of Waterford: 

Buckskin’s the only wear fit for the 
saddle; 

Hats for Hyde Park, but a cap for the 
chase. 
He added further testimony to the vir- 
tues of the cap in some other verses: 
Old wiseheads, complacently smoothing 
the brim, 

May jeer at my velvet, andcall ita whim. 

They may think in a cap little wisdom 
there dwells; 

They may say he who wears it should 
wear it with bells; 

But when broadbrim lies flat 

I will answer him pat: 

Oh, who but a crackskull would ride in a 
hat? 

As a matter of fact when a velvetcap 
was the common headgear of hunting men 
Cooper, the famous Yorkshire saddler, 
advertised in 1751 that they were a pro- 
tection rather than a menace. Here is an 
extract from a notice he issued: “‘to all 
ladies, gentlemen, sportsmen and others: 

‘*Lately invented, a new method of 
making riding velvet-caps, without any 
seam or button, but of one entire piece of 
velvet, Consequently will not rip or wear 
bare, as the quarter caps soon do,. They 
are much genteeler, will wear much lon- 
ger, and look better, and the skull is so 
stout as to defend the head from any fall 
or blow.” 

In his ‘‘Hunting Catechism”’, the late 
Colonel R, F. Meysey- Thompson wrote: 

It is much to be regretted that fashion 
has enforced the wearing of a tall hat with 
a scarlet coat, so ill- adapted for a head- 
covering. It is an absolute nuisance in a 
wind and unsuitable among branches and 
twigs. The velvet hunting-cap is an ideal 
headgear. When the writer began hunting 
many of the field wore hunting-caps. 

To the end of his long life the late 
Sir Alfred Pease hunted in a velvet cap 
in the Cleveland country, although con- 
forming to ‘“‘fashion’’ in earlier days 
when hunting in the Shires. In an intro- 
duction to a book I wrote long ago he"re- 
viewed some of the changes he had wit- 
nNessed in the world of sport. Among 
these he referred to hats and said: 

‘In my early days ‘top-hats’ were 
worn by many men of every class in the 
country as in the town, on work-days as 
well as Sundays. Farmers ploughed in 
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top-hats. I have watched them threshing 
with flails in top- hats. Men went to offices 
in top-hats, but in our part of the coun- 
try for hunting the velvet-cap was worn. 
I can understand discarding the high hat 
for spreading muck’, but what advantage 
there can be for adopting it for galloping 
through woods and bullfinches, or, in- 
deed *going’ anywhere, I have never dis- 
covered. I imagine it is just a fashion 
like ’feathers’, and therefore not to be 
accounted for.’’ 

It is on record that in the 1820’s the 
huntsman and whippers-in of the Cottes- 
more Hunt wore high hats instead of caps 
at their own request. A contemporary 
writer referring to the Cottesmore staff 
headgear, said: 

The hats were wonderful to behold, 
not only for their height and shape, but 
also for their discomfort, for when they 
got wet they became as soft as tripe,as 
heavy as lead, and a mixture of something 
like gum would trickle down one’s face 
and neck,

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put down, and then eaten by hounds. Mrs, 
H. G. Gregson, who has been Master for 
the last eighteen years, and an owner of 
racehorses for longer than that, asked 
permission to keep Clapper. He has now 
won eight steeplechases and his owner 
and trainer say he seems to improve every 
time he runs. He is now a ten-year-old 
gelding. 

One of the best hunters that bold horse- 
man the late Mr. Henry Selby Lowndes had 
when he was Master of the Bilsdale in 
Yorkshire (prior to his long reign with the 
East Kent), was a horse sent to him to go 
into the hound food boiler. He would not 
execute the death warrant, and in a few 
weeks the reprived horse was carrying 
him bang up to hounds. 

It was the famous Lord Glasgow, who 
had his horses trained at Middleham, who 
would never allow anyone to have one of 
his cast off racers. He bred aconsiderable 
number and had regular trials of his young 
stock on Middleham Moor. Those which he 
considered unlikely ever to win a race he 
had put down as soon as they arrived back 
at stables. 

He it was who originated in 1854 ‘The 
Black Duck Stakes’ race at York, whichis 
being revived this year. The silversmiths 
entrusted with making the trophy for this 
year’s event, have written to me toask for 
details of the form it originally took. 

Lord Glasgow always had a big string 
in training and caused much confusion 
because he never named his horses. Pres- 
sure was brought to bear upon him, and he 
then gave three by the same sire the titles 

‘Give-him-a-name’, ‘He-hasn’h-got-a- 
name’, 'He-isn’t-worth-a-name,.’ J. F-B. 


SPORTING CHESTER COUNTY

The Sportsmen's Beagle 
Club is the oldest organization of its 
kind in existence and one of the largest 
and oldest gun clubs in the nation is 
found at West Chester, Pa. 

The Brandywine Polo Club is among 
the country’s largest and the Profession- 
al Horseman’s Association is active 
throughout the county. 

Twenty individual clubs make up its 
Federation of Sportsmen which boasts 
4,000 members.

THE 1957 TRAKEHNER AUCTION 
IN DORTMUND 

Since the War the annual spring auc- 
tions of four-year-old riding horses of

East- Prussian, Hannover ana Westfalia 
breeds have become very popular, both in 
Germany and among prospective buyers of 
Grman-breds abroad. Particularly the 
demand for the East Prussians has been 
mounting rapidly. There are at the mo- 
ment 650 registered mares in Western 
Germany. In Dortmund at this year’s 
auction, the 39 East- Prussianbreds offer- 
ed showed the typical appearance of the 
breed and they have kept their traditional 
characteristics in their new surroundings, 
which are completely different from the 
East- Prussian studs. 

Average price for the horses sold was 
4225 Marks, 750 Marks higher than last 
year, At the auction of Westfalia breds 
in Munster this spring the average price 
was 2703 Marks. 

The star of the show , a grey mare, 
‘*Elke”’, was sold fur 20,000 Marks to 
Hamburg. 

Although there was a considerable 
number of outside buyers , only 2 out of 
39 horses were sold abroad, One went to 
Austria and one to the Netherlands. R. S, 
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Concorso Ippico Internazionale, Rome 
Denison B. Hull 


One of the most impressive horse 
shows in the world is the Concorso 
Ippico Internazionale in Rome, held during 
the last week in April, and it was my good 
fortune to be able to watch one day of it. 

The setting for the show is superb. 
The Piazza di Siena is a natural amphi- 
theatre surrounded by great cypresses 
and mushroom shaped Roman pine trees; 
the footing is fine turf, and the ring it- 
self is separated from the spectators by 
a track so that at no place can people 
hang over th railing right next to a 
jump. The fences are colorful as they are 
flanked not only by evergreens but by 
clumps of red and of white azaleas, There 
were fifteen or twenty thousand spec- 
tators, all interested and attentive, and all 
carefully keeping score, for the whole 
show is held under F., E., I. rules. 


110 Entries In One Class 

We were present for the second day, 
during which there were two classes, the 
Premio Campidoglio, and the Premio 
Viminale. The first of these was over 
a course of eleven fences: 1, red and 
white poles; 2, poles over gate; 3, double 
bars over a wall; 4, two natural wood 
gates, four feet apart; 5, single pole; 6, 
in and out, each fence made of two birch 
pole gates, four feet apart; 7, wall; 8, 
crossed poles; 9, white poles over white 
gate; 10, water with low brush on take off 
side; 11, natural wood gate with water on 
take off side. The height of the fences in 
this class was not given inthe programme, 
but I think they varied from about four 
feet three to four feet nine. 

Competitors were both military and 
civilian, the civilians (excepting the 
women) all wearing scarlet coats and 
velvet caps. The countries represented 
were Ireland, France, Italy, Poland, Swit- 
zerland, Portugal, Great Britain, Holland, 
Cambodia, Belgium and Spain, There were 
one hundred and ten entries in the class. 
Winners of the first three places were all 
Italians: Ist., Maj. E. Paglieri on Tar- 
anto II; 2nd, Lt. G, C, Gutierrez on 
Molosso; 3rd, Marquis F. Mangilli on 
Hack On; and fourth, a Frenchman, Capt. 
B, de Fombelle on Bucephale. Ten ribbons 
in all were awarded, and much to my sur- 
prise they were all red and white. 


The Parade 

During the intermission there was a 
parade and presentation of the compet- 
itors, Led by a mounted band of Carabin- 
ieri clad in Napoleonic costumes, big 
tricorne hats, black tunics and breeches 
with red trimmings, black bearskin saddle 
cloths, and snow white horses (yes, they 
were grays, but they sure looked whitel). 
The standard bearers followed, similarly 
mounted, but each clad in hunting scarlet. 
Behind each standard bearer rode the con- 


testants from the nation whose standard 
was being carried, The whole thing would 
knock your eye out. 

The second class of the day was the 
Premio Viminale, Each rider rode two 
horses, the first horse being ridden over 
ten obstacles varying in height from 1.20 
to 1.40 meters; and the second over six 
obstacles of from 1.30 to 1,60 meters. 
The lowest jump, therefore, was about 
four feet three, and the highest five feet 
three. Time counted, including the time 


21 
required to change horses. There was, 
therefore, some plain and fancy dismount- 
ing and mounting! 

In this event the French took the first 


four places, the first three without a 
fault; the French had mastered the switch- 
ing of horses to perfection, for none of the 
French riders ever touched the ground 
during the change! First place went toMr. 
P, d’Oriola, a civilian, riding Gingembre 
and another horse whose number I did not 
get: 2nd, Capt. G. Lefrant on Caballero Il 
and Doria; 3rd, Mr. J. d’Orgeix on Grand 
Veneur and Dandolo; 4th, Capt. B. de 
Fombelle on Topinambour and Bucephale. 
Capt. R, d’Inzeo, an Italian, on Merano

Horsemanship 

The horsemanship on the whole was 
excellent: the Italians had the best horses - 
big boned three-quarter breds in appear- 
ance (I did not check the horses’ breeding 
in detail, although it was given on the 
program, and there were, as you might 
expect, some Thoroughbreds and some 
common -horses) and well suited to their 
work, The French showed the most fin- 
esse in their riding. The British were 
good but not outstanding, and the Irish, 
though excellent riders, did not have 
mounts with the stamina to take it. The 
Cambodians were a couple of game sports, 
trying to compete in a show that was a 
little out of their class; and the only 
really unpleasant rider was a Pole who 
fell twice on one round, all through 
yanking his horse in the mouth, 

The fences were big and colorful, the 
water in the water jumps was real, (I 
never did discover how they kept the edges 
from crumbling, but there was a white 
line at the edge which showed footprints 
of horses that didn’t quite jump clean.) 
There was an electric eye on the start 
and finish line so that timing was very 
accurate. And best of all was the big 
scoreboard at the end of the ring which 
showed number and nationality of the 
horse on the course; number, faults and 
time of the previous horse; and finally 
the numbers of the ten ribbon winners. 
The loudspeaker was not used at all in 
the first class, and very sparingly in 
the second. Horses appeared in the ring 
in the order of their sumbers; numbers 
must have been awarded by lot. 

It was a pleasure to watch: good horses, 
excellent riders, a spectacular setting, 
and an amazingly intelligent audience. 
It would be pleasant to see more of this 
sort of show in this country. 





U.S. Team At Tryon 


The U. S, Equestrian Team has just 
completed the early spring phase of the 
1957 training plan for the nucleus of the 
string of jumpers from which our inter- 
national teams will be drawn, It has just 
moved from Tryon, N. C, to the Alvin 
Untermeyer place on Taconic Road, 
Greenwich, Connecticut. 

Early in March, this group was assem- 
bled in Tryon. The team’s talented coach 
and trainer,Capt. Bertlan de Nemethy, has 
made his usual fine progress with the 
horses. The four experienced horses, 
FIRST BOY, NIGHT OWL, WONABET 
and MASTER WILLIAM, are in splendid 
condition physically and mentally. The new 
contingent has progressed in training to 
the point where there is a reasonable ex- 
pectancy of placing them among first 
flight international horses. These latter 
are RIPMILLER, WINSTON, SILENT MAN 
and TRUE PLAY, Nemethy’s unquestioned 
skill and long hours of working the horses, 
backed by the superlative stable handling 
of Bob Freels and the cooperation of his 
men, have accounted for the splendid 
condition and progress of the horses. 

That team personnel were able to go 
as far as they did in this early stage, 
one must thank the wholehearted effort 
on the part of the local community. 
Mrs. C, B, Du Charme generously gave 
her stables, accommodations and all kinds 
of help. Mr. Carter Brown, as President 
of the Tryon Riding and Hunt Club, helped 
all the time - with training facilities, 
areas and publicity. Mr. and Mrs. Willis 
Kuhn turned over their wonderful place, 
The Cotton Patch, where the trials were 
held last year. There, the team made all 
kinds of F.E.I, courses and did a great 
deal of schooling. Many people came to 
watch and the Kuhns helped in every way. 
As always the Mahlers were of invaluable 
assistance. Their sand ring was a great 
help in wet weather. 

As to Lee Cowan, the feed man, he 
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was unbelievable. If DeNemethy wanted a 
truck, labor help, hay handling, or even 
a TV set or furniture for the men, Mr, 
Cowan got it right away. ‘‘Without Lee 
Cowan, you just can’t exist” says Bert.

British 3 Day Event At Badminton 


‘‘Irish’’ 


Lady riders finished first, second, 
fourth and sixth out of 38 starters in the 
Badminton Horse Trials which were held 
on the Duke of Beaufort’s estate in Glou- 
cestershire, April 25th to 27th. 

The winner was 21-year-old Sheila 
Willcox from Lancashire, riding her own 
horse High and Mighty, which was second 
last year in this event, and on which she 
won the European Horse Trials at Turin, 
Italy, in 1955. High and Mighty led the 
field in the dressage phase on the first 
day, and then gained a total bonus of 
103.7 out of a possible 108 in the steeple- 
chase and cross-country sections. He was 
beautifully ridden by Miss Willcox on all 
three days, and finished with a clear 
round in the show-jumping. High and 
Mighty is a 10-year-old dun gelding, 16 
hands, by Control, and was bred in Ire- 
land. His dam had a combination of Arab 
and pony blood, 

Second was Miss Penelope Moreton 
from Ireland riding Colonel Dudgeon’s Red 
Sea. This horse did a steady dressage, 
26 points below High and Mighty. He 
gained a bonus of 103.91 on the second 
day, and finished with a clear round in 
the show-jumping. Red Sea is a 16,3 
hands chestnut gelding by Sandyman, and is 
a well-known Grade ‘‘A” show- jumper in 
Ireland. 

The British Olympic horse Wild Ven- 
ture was third, ridden on this occasion 
by his owner Mr. E. Marsh. He did a 
good dressage and gained maximum points 
on the second day. Two fences down inthe 
jumping put him down to third place, from 
second, 

Fourth was a novice horse Benjamin 
Bunny, aged, ridden by another talented 
and youthful lady-rider, Mrs. Gillian Mor- 
rison, from Angus, Scotland. This horse 
shared with Wild Venture the distinction 
of gaining maximum bonus points in both 
the steeplechase and cross-country. 

The Irish Olympic horse Charleville 
was Sth ridden by his owner Ian Dudgeon. 
Charleville finished 10th at Stockholm 
when ridden by Commandant Bill Mullins. 
Wild Venture was 6th in the Olympic event. 

Sixth was Pampas Cat, a really bril- 
liant mare ridden by Miss Kit Tatham- 
Warter, who is a well-known point-to- 
point rider. Pampas Cat did an excellent 
dressage, but unfortunately had a refusal 
in the cross-country, and also lost 22-1/2 
points in the show-jumping. 

Seventh was an officer of the King’s 
Troop, Royal Horse Artillery, Captain 
R, W, Scott on his 7-year-old army charg- 
er Scamperdale. Like Benjamin Bunny this 
horse achieved his high placing, despite 
a poorish dressage, by completing the 
Steeplechase and cross-country courses 
at great speed. 

Eighth was Miss Penny Molteno from 
Scotland on her Irish-bred Bandoola, a 
most consistent 8-year-old standing 15.3 


hands. 

Ninth was another Olympic horse Cel- 
larstown, ridden by the captain of the 
Irish team, Harry Freeman- Jackson, 
M.F.H. He wo dd have been fourth if he 
had not lost 20 points for passing an 
obstacle in the cross-country and having to 
turn back to jump it. 

The going was extremely hard, es- 
pecially on the steeplechase course. 
Twelve of the 38 starters failed to com- 
plete the course on the second day. Of 
these, one was eliminated for missing a 
flag, and another was pulled up lame after

the steeplechase. The fact that only 10 
horses were eliminated for refusals sug- 
gests that the course was easier than 
usual, which was in fact the case. But 
it was only slightly below international 
standard. The steeplechase course was 
2-1/4 miles, and the cross-country 4-3/4 
miles. The total distance to be covered 
on the second day was 17-1/2 miles.

There were two bad falls, Major All- 
husen who suffered concussion on the 
steeplechase course, and Miss Turk who 
received facial injuries at the Irish Bank. 
Although both riders were taken to the 
hospital it was announced that neither was 
seriously injured. There were also two 
spectators knocked down by horses on the 
cross-country course. The crowd was 
enormous, and it would seem that specta- 
tors should not be allowed in the wooded 
sections of the course where riders are 
inclined to choose their own routes. Any- 
body organizing horse trials should try 
to minimize the risk of spectators being 
injured. Apart from the danger to the 
spectators themselves, it is not fair to 
the riders if there are people on the 
course. 

The dressage was marked on a scale 
of 120, which did not seem to give it 
sufficient importance in relation to the 
other events. This did not affect the win- 
ner who gave a superb display and would 
have won, whatever system of marking was 
used. The Queen and other members of 
the Royal Family attended the trials on 
all 3 days. 

Only three weeks before the competi- 
tion the British champion Kilbarry was 
killed in a One Day Trial. This some- 
what clouded the Badminton event, as 
everybody had an affection for this great 
and gallant horse, who had won a bronze. 
individual medal at Stockholm, and had 
helped Britain to win the gold medals for 
the team. Great sympathy was felt for 
his owner-rider Colonel Frank Weldon.

Who, with even a passing interest in the 
literature of fox hunting, of horse and of 
hound cannot recall with delight his first 
encounter with that ever delightful grocer 
turned foxhunter, and perhaps also with 
Soapy Sponge, Facey Romford, Lucy Glit- 
ters and all the cthers who make up that 
“rich gallery of rogues, humbugs and 
noodles” which Surtees created a century 
ago. Caricatures? Perhaps. But by them 
or through their mouths Surtees has passed 
on to his readers some of the shrewdest 
comments ever made on his well beloved 
sport of fox hunting and on some of the 
assorted characters who seek to use their 
pastime for more material ends. 
But how many of us know anything of 
Surtees? Certainly the wisdom distilled 
in the shrewd and earthy comments of 
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the worthy Jorrocks did not come from 
meditation in the author’s study. Who was 
he and what were his background and ex- 
perience? j 

In this eminently readable, and (incid- 
entally) surprisingly inexpensive little 
volume, Aubrey Noakes has provided a 
most illuminating picture of the life, the 
education, and the experiences of Robert 
Smith Surtees. Perhaps of especial inter- 
est is his description of the contacts and 
the contrast between Surtees and his, at 
times, literary associate, the famous 
Nimrod (Charles James Apperley). 

Writing at a time when a literary car- 
eer was considered not quite respectable, 
and behind the anonymity of a nom de 
plume, Surtees has become ‘‘pre-emin- 
ently the novelist of the hunting field and 
the horse’’, His fame is far greater a 
century after his death than it ever was 
during his lifetime. Perhaps the readers 
of the present generation are more ap- 
preciative of Surtees’ ‘‘dissection of rogu- 
ery and sham-gentility in all its forms’’. 
In any event, those of us who have read 
him with enjoyment can now reread with 
even greater understanding and apprec- 
iation against the background of Mr. 
Noake’s excellent description of the 
author’s life and times.

This is the most sumptuous publi- 
cation devoted to North American sport 
which has appeared since a similar vol- 
ume was issued by the same publisher 
some 25 years ago. Bound in full mor- 
occo, printed on the finest rag paper, and 
illustrated with folio line engravings, it 
comprises portraits with accompanying 
biographical text of 95 people prominent 
in the ‘‘Anglo-American Equestrian 
World’. Five people are included in the 
“Anglo” division - Queen Elizabeth Il, 
the Duke of Edinburgh, the Aga Khan, the 
Rt. Hon, Winston Churchill and the Earl 
of Derby. Of the remaining 90, 7 are 
Canadians and the balance from the United 
States. Of the latter group 49 have their 
horse interest in the East, 25 in the Mid- 
west, and 9 on the West Coast. 

Racing is the major interest of 72 of 
the group, foxhunting of 19, polo of 2, 
and harness horses and beagling of l each. 
Of the racing group 26 are members of 
The Jockey Club, including its Chairman 
George D. Widener, to whom the book is 
dedicated. The Masters of Foxhounds 
Association is represented by 19 members 
including President Gilbert Mather, M.
